The correspondents report that 
when Seerctary Hughes on Satur- 
day put before the first session of 
the Washington conference the 
proposals of the United States for 
the reduction of navies, Hon, A. J. 
Balfour sat bolt upright with sur- 
prise, while Admiral Beatty looked 
as though he doubted his ears. 

Such attitudes can be aceount- 
ed for without assuming that the 
proposals are unwelcome. Tt was 
something new to men used to the 
procrastinating preliminaries of 
European conferences to see a ent 


outset. Perhaps Mr. Balfour and 
Admiral Beatty recalled the wind- 
{ng and weary ways by which the 
Yaris Peace conference made its 
npproach to the business that had 
called it together. What the Ori- 
ental delegates thought of a re- 
sponsible member of a Govern- 
ment opening the proceedings by 
making a wild--phinge -into - the 
deeps the reporters were not able 
to make out from the impassive 
faces of the gentlemen froin 
Japan. Perhaps these philosophic 
delegates recalled the words of 


Kipling that ‘‘East is East and 
West is West.” and that when- 
ever the twain shall meet some 


surprises have to be looked for, 
It was a demonstration of ‘‘shirt 
sleeve diplomacy,’’? and may well 
have excited the wonder alike of 
those used to the slow get-aways 
of European conferences and the 
elaborate ceremonials which mark 
all important official oceasions in 
the Far East. 


One thing is clear from the 
promptness with which the U. S. 
Government brought down ifs 
proposals. The conference was 
called in hope of getting action, 
and if the Washington administra- 
tion can set the course the result 


will be achieved and that with no} 


unnecessary loss of time, 
delegates are challenged 
formalities and get to 
They are faced by a program of 
concrete proposals and invited to 
make it the starting point and 
chart of their discussions, Tt 
not necessary to spend time debat- 
ing where to begin or along what 
line to proceed. Both have been 
indicated, and by the authority re- 
sponsible for the gathering. The 
conference can hardly do other 
than follow the prescribed course. 
As the party proposing the meet- 
ing, to the United States fell the 
duty and the privilege of suggest- 
ing how it should go about the 
task in hand. Tt is in a sense 
‘*Harding’s conference,’’ and he 
had the right to say first what he 
woyld have it do, 

As to the proposals themselves, 
it may be well if the press and 
public of all countries take the 
cue from their representatives at 
the conference and withhold judg- 
ment until the suggestions are 
more fully understood and seen 
more clearly in the bearings and 
significance. National security is 
& pretty large question, a question 
of vital moment to every nation, 
the world is in an unsettled state. 
Sooner or later the d@inions made 
at Washington wi!l work back to 
the peoples represented there, for 
approval or disapproval, and it 
will be as well if popular opinion 
concerning them is developed de- 
liberately, The milleneum will not 
he ushered in by panic, nor de- 
layed by thinking.
